REMARKS 

Applicants request entry of this Amendment to clarify Examiner's Amendment 

An Examiner's Amendment was issued along with the Notice of Allowance on June 6, 
2006. Applicants request entry of this Amendment After Allowance under 37 CFR 1.312 to 
make a minor adjustment following the Examiner's Amendment of claims 40, 56, and 70. 

The amendments are supported in the application as originally filed, for example, from 
page 24, line 14, to page 25, line 6, reproduced below for convenience: 

Figure 5 represents one step in an illustrative segmentation method in which the 
1 5 similarity between the time-series signals of two neighboring regions is compared against 

criteria to determine whether those regions should be merged together. The type of 

measure of similarity chosen may vary depending on the segmentation method employed, 

(0097] Curve 506 in Figure 5 represents the mean signal intensity 504 of region k in 

each of a sequence of images and is graphed versus time 505. Mean signal intensity 504 
20 of region k is expressed as in Equation (10):

where S k <zN 2 is the set ofall pixels that belong tothe k* region and N* is the size of S, . 

[0098] Curve 508 of Figure 5 represents the mean signal intensity 504 of region / and is 

graphed versus time 505. Mean signal intensity 504 of region / is expressed as in 

Equation (10), replacing "it" with T in appropriate locations. The shaded area 510 of 

Figure 5 represents dissimilarity between mean signals over region k and region /. The 
5 chosen measure of similarity, also referred to herein as the fitting function, between 

regions k and / may depend on the segmentation method employed. For the region
